MONETARY AFFAIRS. 


~ There is manifestly more money in circulation than for a long 
time past. The city is full of strangers and adventurers from the East, 
mountain. miners, and others driven out from their dens by stressof weather 
and a desire to spend the Winter or the holiday season at least in the city. 
Our hotels are filled with guests and our streets are‘ thronged with idlers, 
speculators, ete. California street stock sharps are busy as bees prossent: 
ing their every day routine of business. The daily sales at the Boards of 
Stock Brokers shows the extent of the mining fever abroad in the com- 
munity. These street operators embrace a very large part of the mone- 
tary operations at present, and without their presence time would hang 
heavy on the multitude. Confidence seems to be returning steadily. The 
banks generally are not disposed to increase their loans at present, yet 
anxious to accommodate their regular correspondents. Bank rates, 1a 14 
per cent per month, and loans upon real estate 10 a 12 per cent perannum. 


In a previous issue we alluded to the receipt of a parcel of ten thousand 
Japanese “ yens,” supposed to be of the value of $10 each, gold coin. 
These were sent to the United States Mint for recoining. The result was

THE PIANO CENTENARY. 


The now fashionable custom of celebrating centenaries is being ex- 
tended from persons to things. The hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
Beethoven wag made the occasion of a festival four. years ago at Bonn. 
The Boieldieu and Chateaubriand centenary festivals took place only a 
few months since. This year, too, we have had the» semi-millennial festi- 
val in memory of Michael Angelo. But as no poet, sculptor, musician, or 
hero of any kind can be discovered whose centenary celebration will be 
due next year, it has been resolved that the subject of the certtenary festi- 
val of 1876 shall be that well known but diversely appreciated instrument, 
the piano, which, it is boldly asserted, will next May have been invented 
precisely one hundred years. “The high priest of the ceremony will bethe 
Abbé Liszt, who perhaps claims to have invented—as he certainly has de- 
veloped.-the modern art.of pianoforte playing. “It is incontestable,” 
wrote M. Alphonse Karr a good many years ago, “thatthe worst thing 
about the piano is the pianist ;” but as regards the Piano Centenary it may 
be safely predicted that not ‘the worst” but the best thing about it 
will be ‘ the jianist.” Herr Pauer has before now offered to the London 
public severat historical courses of pianoforte playing, from the period 
when the harpsichord was just beginning to be replaced by the piano up 
to the present day ; and, unless the Piano Centenary is to be a mere exhi- 
bition of the eminent pianists of all nations, Herr Pauer's historical plan 
must certainly be adopted. Specimen instruments from 1776, and indeed 
from a much earlier date, might be shown together ; and curious amateurs 
would possibly find it interesting to hear the sonatas of Scarlatti, Haydn, 
and other composers who lived before Mozart, played on such instruments 
as those for which they were written. The harpsichord a hundred years 
ago was in its final stage of development, or, in other words, on its last 
legs, while the pianoforte existed only.as the germ of the grand concert 
pisnoforte of the present day, which has only more notes than the primi- 
tive pianos of Mozart's youth, but also to each note more strings. 

We have hitherto no information as to who is to be proclaimed the ab- 
solute inventor of the pianoforte ; but if it is difficult just now to decide | 
whether the electric telegraph was invented by Wheatstone or by Morse, 
or by some one else who preceded both the reputed inventors, it will | 
doubtless be impossible to fix upon any one man as the originator of the | 
modern piano. There is, we believe, no popular legend on the subject. | 
The inventor of the piano has never, so far as we know, been accused of | 
having sold himself to the devil, like the inventor of printing; nor has | 
even M. Alphonse Karr, its most determined foe, thought of sagyesting 








that the maker of the first piano may have been an accredited agent of 
Satan. In an English encyclopedia, published about sixty years ago un- 





der the title of ‘* Pantalogia,” we find the piano briefly but boldly a 
scribed as “‘a very pleasing stringed and keyed instrument of English 
origin, invented by Mr. Mason, the well-known author of ‘ Caractacus’ | 
and other poems.” The French are inclined to regard the piano as having 
been invented in France. We may be quite sure that the Germans would | 
not organize a festival in its honor if they were not convinced that the 
piano was a German invention ; and there is very good evidence to show 
that the first conception of the piano—of a sort of harpsichord, that is to 
say, in which the strings should be struck instead of being twanged—oc- 
curred to an Italian named Christoforo, who designed a system of ham- 
mers. in 1716, and in the same year constructed an instrument of the same 
family as the modern piano in which the hammer system was for the first 
time applied. If Christoforo gave to what was really a pianoforte the ex- 
pressive haine which at once characterizes that instrument and shows in 
what respect it differs from its predecessor the harpsichord, the question 
as to who invented the piano could not.but be decided in his favor. 
There must have been something defective, howeyer, in his method of | 
manufacture ; for it is certain that nearly half a century later the piano- 
forte was still regarded as a novelty. 

When, towards the end of the eighteenth century, clarinets were first 
used in the orchestra of the Paris opera, the fact used to be notified by 
bills exhibited at the doors. The first introduction of the ophicleide into 
the orchestra of our own ‘‘ King’s Theater” (as the Italian Opera House 
in the Haymarket was called until the accession of her Majesty), caused, 
we believe, a certain sensation ; and plenty of concert-goers_ now living 
will remember the admiration and also the condemnation which the cornet- 
4-piston met with on being presented for the first time, some forty years’ 
ago, to the British public. Meyerbeer, always on the watch for novelties, 
was the composer who secured for the cornet the right of entry into an 
operatic orchestra; but the cornet did not differ so much from other brass 
instruments already in use as the clarinet did from its very ancient cousin, 
the hautboy, or as the piano from the harpsichord. Accordingly, no small 
excitement must have been caused among the musical amateurs of Lon- 
don when, in 1767, it was announced that at a certain theater “after the 
first act of the piece Miss Brickler will sing a favorite air from Judith, 
accompanied by Mr. Dibdin on a new instrument called the pianoforte.” 
The pianoforte on which Mr. Dibdin accompanied Miss Brickler nine 
yoars before the date at which the invention of the instrument is fixed by 
the Abbé Liszt, had ay ntly been manufactured by Silbermann of Sax- 
ony, who began to make pianos in the year 1740, and twenty years after- 
wards, not being sufficiently appreciated in his own country, came to Lon- 
don and opened a shop for the sale of his instruments in Hanover Square. 

Silbermann, however, and Mr Dibdin niust of necessity be disavowed 
at the Piano Centenary ; and the birth of the piano ‘is apparently to be 
reckoned from the time when it was first adopted by a great composer as 
an instrument worthy of being played, and therefore worthy of being 
written for. It may here be phere that on its first introduction among 
the English the piano was no better received than other musical inven- 
tions—-or, indeed, than new inventions generally. We have, lately been 
tol that’ when the electric telegraph was first proposed tothe British 

vernment, the answer was returned that ‘no telegraphs were needed.” 








not needed ; while one great critical authority went so far as to say that 
it “‘ never could equal the majestic harpsichord.” " 

The piano, however, with its gradations of sound, at once recom- 
mended itself to the young Mozart, whom we find in the year 1777, when 
the piano, according to Liszt, was about one year old, writing to his father 
from Augsburg in praise‘of the piano made’ by Stein, of that city. The 
only fault he found with them was that they cost 300 florins (about £24) 
apiece—scarcely more than an eighth part of what a first-rate piano is 
sold for now. tween the pianos made a hundred years ago by Stein 
of Augsburg, and those made in the. present day by the Broadwouds 
and Erards of London and Paris, there is, doubtless, a notable ‘difference. 
The programme of the Piano Centenary festival will, we imagine, in- 
clude some specimens of Mozart's. beautiful piano forte sonatas; and, 
hearing these. works on such an occasion, it will be difficult not to reflect 
that there has been considerably loss advance since Mozart’s time in the 
composition of music than in the manufacture of musical instruments.

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THE CORPORATION COMMISSION. 


We submit herewith our views on the above -subject, and com- 
mend them to the consideration of the Committee on Corporations 
and to the general public: Organization.—To be known as the Cor- 

ration Commission of the State of California. To consist of six 

ommissioners, to be appointed by the Governor, and to hold office during 
his pleasure. Commissioners to have a salary of $3,000 per annum. To 
elect from their body a President, and to appoint a Secretary at $3,000 
per annuin; attorney at $5,000 per annum ; six clerks at $1,800 each per 
annum ; and one messenger at $900 per annum. Commissioners and Sec- 
retary to file bonds in the sum of $20,000 each, and to take oath on enter- 
ing office to faithfully perform their duties. Office to be in San Francisco, 
atarental not exceeding $200 per month. Purposes.—T'o promote and 
insure the equitable administration of insurance, banking, mining and 
commercial corporations organized under the laws of California, and to 
compile statistics of the operations of the same. Powers.—To require 
from insurance. banking, and ntining corporations an aniftual report (be- 
ginning with the year 1876) of their condition and operations during each 
year, Said report to be made on blanks to be furnished by the Commis- 
sion, and to be sworn to by the president” and secretary of each corpora- 
tion. To have power to examine, without previous notice, into the affairs 
of any banking, insurance, mining, and commercial corporation, and for 
that purpose examine witnesses under oath and call for necessary books 
and papers ; and if the management is found to be dishonest or against the 
interests of a majority of the stockholders, to remove the same, and call a 
meeting of stockholders at thirty days’ notice to elect new: trustees ; inthe 
interim to appoint provisional officers of the same. To require banking 
corporations to maintain a reserve of 50 per cent. of their average monthly 
deposits, and to govern insurance corporations as prescribed by the exist- 
ing Insurance Commissien, (said Commission to terminate, and transfer 
its papers, etc., to the Corporation Commission.) ‘To bring suit in the 
name of the People against any Sorpora tian refusing to abide by this Act, 
and to employ the Attorney General of the State when any_ legal assist- 
ance is required other than that of the attorney of the Commission. Pen- 
alties.—Any corporation refusing to abide by the provisions of this Act, 
or contravening the same, renders th trustees of said corporation guilty of 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of $2,000, or imprisonment for ninety 
days, or by both fine and imprisonment. And the refusal of the president 
or secretary of any corporation to abide by this Act shall be construed to 
hold the trustees thereof as liable for said misdemeanor. Rerenues,—To 
be authorized to issue a State license to each corporation, and to collect 
annually the sum of two cents upon each share of the capital stock of said 
corporation. And every corporation refusing to bay for said license 
shall be proceeded against by the Commission, which shall thereupon 
bring suit for double the amount of said license and costs 6f suit. All 
revenues, collected by the Commission shall be paid over to the State 
Treasurer, and upon whom warrants for salaries and expenses of the 
Commission must be drawn. ‘l'he Commissioners will meet the second 
Thursday in every mouth, and more baht ec upon the call of the Presi- 
dent. Any Commissioner, or the Secretary of the Commission, if found 
guilty of malfeasance, shall ipso facto forteit his bond and be removed 
from office ; and any employé found guilty of falsifying figures or of ac- 
cepting bribes shall thereupon be dishonorably disc arged, and notice of 
the same be published in thive daily newspapers.

The taxpayers have long groaned under a burden grievous to be borne. 
Over twelve thousand Tots: and houses have been confiscated to pay the 
unjust taxes of the Ring. The last election rung the Ring’s death knell. 
The Taxpayer's Association have been working silently, and at last some 
of the monopolists are to-be sued by the Attorney General of the State, 
with the consent of Governor Tilden. Mr. John E, Parsons, the lawyer 
deputed by Attorney General Pratt to examine if there were a prima facie 
case against them, has reported that there is. The citizens are swindled 
out of some million and a half a year. In eleven’ years the Brooklyn 
Ring has collected and borrowed in cash over one hundred millions. The 
city has now a debt of over forty millions, and a mortgage of 20 per cent. 
It is only fair to state, however, that the accused parties have, yet to be 
heard in their own defense,

This was an amusing by-play, but de- 
ceived no.one. It remains to be seen whether Mrs. Moulton will consent 
to. Council thus limited in power and subject matter. As a point of dis- 
cipline I think she will be ruled out, if such a Council ever sits upon her 
ease. If she had practically dropped Plymouth Church, it would seem to 
iro her, independently of her moral reasons for absence. 
It is not as if she had beet expelled for her belief in Beecher’s adultery. 
Then she would have had a case. But she has only been dropped because 
she had ceased to attend the meetings. 

As to Beecher himself, the ‘devices by which he tried tosave himself” 
from exposure were not more futile than the convulsive grips he is making 
to recover the respect and social aminenos he has lost. Another of his 
Deacons, Charles C. Duncan, withstands him to his face. Summoned be- 
fore a committee last Monday, he was asked “What is your reason for 
absence from Church serviee ?’ He plied squarely, “‘It is due to the 
fact that, on evidence which is satisfactory to my own mind, I believe 
that Henry Ward Beecher is an adulterer anda perjurer.” What with 
the Loder perjury case, Mrs, Moulton, Deacon West and Duncan and 
Henry ©. Bowen’s suit for libel inst the Brooklyn Eagle, the courts 
and churches will have enough to do this winter. 

Before I close, and apropos of Beecher, the following unpublished story 
ig guaranteed to me by such ecclesiastical authority as forbids all doubt. 
Beecher said the other night at-Prayer-meeting that Moody, the xevivalinh, 
had spent two or three hours with him at his house. He then roceedi 
very much to distort Moody’s theological views about this old hulk of a 
world, end its being past redemption. Query: Why did Moody call on 
Beecher? , Says my informant, Beecher, through friends, had 
offered’ to conduct an overilow revival meeting, and preach to it for

Moody. He had already prayed in public once at Moody’s early meeting. 
His overture was submitted by Moody to the Revival Committee, who 
ruled to decline it unanimously.

ART JOTTINGS. 
The most important and in’ event of the week has been 
the exhibition at the rooms of the Art Association of the work executed 
by the pupils of the School of Design during the year just closing. The 
studies on view number over three hundred, and are of all grades of 
merit. The ten competitors for the first prize in drawing have their 
works arranged on easels in the center of the room. ‘They are of uniform 
size, and all from the same subject, the full length cast of “The Faun 
with a Child,” one of the works sent to our Association by the 
French Government, taken from the original in the Louvre. Judges 
found but little difficulty in passing over eight out of the ten, but hesi- 
tated somewhat in deciding between the other two, Nos. 5 and 7. Both 
are defective in the drawing of the child. This is notably the case 
with No. 7, but the remainder of the work is so much better rendered 
than is No. 5 that the actual merits of the two was difficult to decide 
upon. The authors of these ten drawings are unknown, each pupil hay- 
ing his or her number, and all have been done without the assistance of 
the Director or any other master. Turning now to the array of studies 
in oil, we finda large number, some pupils having not less than a dozen 
examples. With the exception of a few, the exhibit is highly creditable 
alike to the pupils and their master. A curious feature Sieg in the fact 
that all these pictures are painted, by ladies, We looked from one end of 
the room to the other for a masculine name, but found none. This is un- 
fortunate, as talent for painting possessed by the fair sex is in nine cases 
out of ten lost to the world by reason of the gifted ones being sought 
after by admiring connoisseurs Who are matrimonially inclined. ‘This is 
the only reason why the gentlemen outnumber the ladies as artists twenty 
toone. We are therefore to conclude that in order that our School of 
Design may be of permanent use to the community, its classes must not 
be monopolized by the ladies. Of the competitors for the prize for the 
best study in oil there were nine, whose works were all meritorious, those 
of Misses,Bell, Lotz and Dugan heing the best, and those of Miss Her- 
rick, Miss Roberts, Mra. McMullen, Miss Rising, Mrs. Weister, and a 
lady said to be Miss Farnsworth, whose pictures are not signed, coming 
next about in the order named. If all these pictures were elegantly 
framed, as the works of the professionals usually are, they would consti- 
tute an exhibit the equal of some of the exhibitions of our local artists in 
the same place. 


At the various art dépdts some attractive pictures are being shown. At 
Morris, Schwab & Kennedy's, a yainting by H. Grant of a rural scene 
and a figure piece by Virgil Williams are good, and Denny has in this 
window a marine fully up to his best work in quality. Rix exhibits at the 
same place his first work -since his return—a wood interior, which shows 
that he has much improved during his visit East. At Roos & Co.’s they 
have a fresh work by Faygioni, a boy selling: birds, which has merit beyond 
any of his preceding efforts. ‘This artist is engaged on a new picture en- 
titled “Cain and Abel,” which is said to promise well. 

We note the return of Mr. Herman Schaus, the genial proprietor of the 
collection at Houseworth’s, who will shortly be in receipt of a number of 
new works which will be added to his excellent collection, and to all of 
which he purposes calling the attention of art admirers during the holidays.” 


At Snow & May’s, ‘ Closed ” still stares one in the face at the entrance 
to their gallery, whats they are busy arranging the collection lately pur- 
chased by Mr. Snow in Europe, and which, it is expected, will be 
to the public about the 20th inst. The non-arrival of Mr. Hamilton’s large 
icture, ‘The Capture of the Serapis,” which left Chicago on the Ist of 
November, is causing some uneasiness to all concerned. . After its arrival 
and exhibition here it goes to the Centennial. Portraying as it does a great 
event in the war for independence, it is a most fitting subject for the occa- 
sion. . 
Mr. V. H. Sturm, of 323 Front street, has received a number of water 
colors by English artists, some of whom are entitled to have R. A. affixed 
to their signatures. Several of them are very fine specimens of this branch 
of art, which is so popular in England, but which does not meet with the 
like, hearty appreciation elsewhere. An idea prevails in this country that 
nothing is permanent unless painted in oil colors, which, according to the 
best Englich authorities in art, is a fallacy. 

The coming week, on Wednesday, another auction sale takes place at 
Newhall & Co.’s. The catalogue will comprise a varied collection, as 
holiday sales usually do, and will include one or two private collections, 
from collectors whom, we presume, want coin more thai paintings just 
now. 

A large painting by Hamilton was placed on exhibition in Snow & 
May's window late last evening, too late to receive any attention from the 
Jottings this week.

The stock market is depressed, and therefore just about this time 
people want to know how the mines they are interested in are being man- 
aged, and how their brokers are acting. It is ‘*whe of the things no fel- 
lah can find out” how mines are being managed and operated hereabouts' 
In other mining countries no such difficulty is experienced. In Australia, 
for instance, if a mine were closed for a single week against-sach “experts 
as the press employs as mining reporters, then all operations in its stock 
would cease until the calcium Tight of truth were again focussed upon the 
dark recesses of the mine. The particular information the ‘public most 
need is precisely that which is most studiously concealed. Some day this 
want will be supplied we have no doubt. There will be a continuously in- 
creasing demand for the truth, and the supply almost invariably follows 
the demand, especially when there is money in it. The ways of many of 
our mining operators are as dark as those of the midnight robber, and fully 
as outrageous. When in duty bound to tell the truth they invariably lie, 
knowing full well that they will thereby take in the comparatively poor 
and needy, the widow and the orphan. It has occurred to us that it would 
be a duty that might well be undertaken by the News Letter to gather up 
the wickedest lies told by the most prominent manipulators each week, 
and then print and father them upon the persons to whom they belong. 
They would have to be cut down tremenduously, else the whole Meus 
Letter would not contain them. If all the confidential stories told by Gen- 
eral Williams about Justice during the last week or two were put together 
in print they would be highly suggestive. That plumper which Mackey 
told so confidentially that “ his firm had the majority of Ophir locked up 
in their safe, and meant to keep it there, and show early in the new year 
that Ophir was a Bonanza equal to ahy of them,” was a fair specimen of 
what we mean.

THE STEAMSHIP “LOS ANGHLES.” 

‘We are d to announce that the Los Angeles is safe. She reached 
Victoria on Thursday, and Captain Thorn at once dispatched a message to 
the agents here, via Port Townsend, stating that the steamer's engines broke 
down during a gale, 44 hours after leaving San Francisco, when a few 
miles south of the Columbia River. Sail was at once made, and the 
steamer Progressed slowly under canvass for eight days without further 

i hen twenty miles south of Victoria, the British gunboat 
Rocket sighted the Los Angeles, and at once towed her into port. During 
the gale when the engines broke a seaman was lost overboard. No lan- 
guage can too strongly deprécate the sensational surmises of the Chronicle, 
in commenting upon the possible causes of the steamer’s delay. Reckless 
of the damage done to the character, and credit of the owners, the con- 
temptible sheet has written down the Los Angeles as emphaticall _ Totten 
and condemned asunseaworthy. The truth is the opposite of this. Eighteen 
months ago the Wyanda, from which the Los Angeles was rebuilt, wes 
sold by the United States Government because her engines were too 
heavy. She constimed 20 tons of coal a day, while her successor, the 
Oliver Woolcot, does the same work on ‘four tonsa day. The Goodall, 
Nelson & Perkins Steamship Company paid $30,000 for her, stripped her 
to the water line, put in new timbers and planking, also compound engines, 
at a cost of $70,000. Three weeks ago she was inspected by the Marine 
Surveyor. of ‘the Insurance Company that accepted her for’ 2,000. She 
was reported thoroughly sound, not a sign of “ work” being visible from 
stem to.stern. The vessel is only nine years old, and was built at Balti- 
more of Live Oak and Locust, each impervious to rot. Capital was made 
by the Chronicle out of the statement that she was cut in-two and length- 
ened, omitting to state that this was done before she was launched.

“The scientific, the rational 
treatment of insanity has been discovered, as might have been antici- 
pated, to be essentially moral and mental. How unreasonable, in the light 
of this obvious principle, appears the attempt to subdue fury by passion, | 
or correct and dispel delusions by, treachery and deceit. It is scarcely be- 
lievable, but we are-forced to the conclusions that our friends across the 
Atlantic have not yet mastered the fundamental principles of the medical 
system. They adhere to the old terrorism tempered by petty t: nny.

But: ‘Thor loved Puck, and 
would let the little rascal do almost what he liked, and when his teasing 
and impudence reached a point that was intolerable, the grand old fel- 
low, instead of taking his tormentor by the back of the neck atid quiet] 
dropping him somewhere out of the way, would meekly come and put his 
great paw on my knee to beg me to go out and set matters straight. And 
yet for Puck he would tight anything, and many was the row into which 
he got by standing up for his quattelsome little playfellow. _ One day I 
tocke Thor with me on a new walk, in the course of which we passed the 
gate of a farmer who had two large pointer dogs, who were very cross and 
quarrelsome both with man and beast, even so much so that they at- 
tacked men who came to the gate. As we approached the gate, there 
they lay together outside of it upon the close greensward that stretched 
into the road. At the sight of Thor they pricked up their ears, rose to 
their feet, and began to.growl. Thor, trotting on-ahead of me, turned his 
head'a moment, but kept on his trot. As we drew near they crouched 
together upon their bellies, and began to move thus toward the middle of 
the road, and when we were opposite their gate, with one yelping bark, 
they made a simultaneous rash upon the stranger. Oh, Thor, Thor ! did 
the spirit of Shakspeare enter into thee that without’ even turning thy 
head again thou heavedst up thy leg, like Crab’s dog, and served those 
dogs as he served the gentleman's farthingale, and. then jopast on as if 
nothing had happened, leaving them to sneak back to their air, with their 
tails between their legs, less in fear than in ‘astonishment, and thy de- 
lighted master to cleave the sky with laughter? Verily, I think there be 
some human curs who like to spring yelping upon a man merely because 
he is a stranger, whom it would be well if_ some big human mastiff would 
treat somewhat after the same fashion. They deserve no more respectful 
consideration. 


TO THE COMMITTEE ON CORPORATIONS: 
Elsewhere we present a few short suggestions on the subject of cor- 
porations, It is ong specially interesting, to the Pegple of a State where 
any large enterprisé must be ‘made by joint effort, That there are great 
abuses In corporate managements will not be denied, and this is particu- 
larly the case in mining companies. Insurance companies and banks are 
generally supposed to be conservative (and would be so with some slight 
Inspection), but our recent history proves otherwise. At this time the 
corporations coming under the Actsuggested, rapresent about ticelve million 
shares, upon which a license tax of two cents per share would yield a 
handsome yearly revenue. Besides it would moderate the pretensions of 
wild-cat corporations which yearly flood the market with their 100,000 
shares apiece. We may be pardoned for a sneaking disbelief that. they are 
all Belchers and Crown Points. Their dividends come from a confiding 
mublic only. ‘To sum up our eloquense ina few words, we put it thus : 
‘hat where the people are invited to invest, the people should have every 
facility for knowing afl about their investments.
